The  year  1939  ptarted  off  with  a very  fine  banquet  at  the  Seneca 

Hotel  on  Sat.  Jan.  7th  which  was  attended  by  35  R.N.A.  members  and-: 

their  friends.  It  was  followed  by  the  installation  of  the  following 
officers;-  President,  William  A.  Elston;  Vicepresident,  Leslie  C. 
Swartz;  Secretary,  Floyd  B.  Newell;  Treasurer,  Edward  E.  Meinhart; 
Curator,  Gustav  J.  Lindboe;  .Chairman  of  Executive  Committee,  George 
J . Bauer . 

We  took  as  our  main  project  the  building  of  a larger  and  more  ef- 
ficient library.  The  book  case  which  Mr.  Bloom  gave  us  was  refinished 
by  the  Museum  and  is  now  in  use.  Our  Librarian,  Mr.  Cohen,  and  his 

assistant  Mr.  Shaw,  have  arranged  the  books  and  have  made  them  avail- 

able for  the  members  to  use.  Among  the  additions  to  the  library  are  : -
